Armies and Forces, by reaſon whereof they have con- 
tracted very great 'Debrs ; and conceiving themſelves 
engaged both in Honor and Juſtice, ro make due fatisfa- 
Ction unto all Officers and Soldiers. for their. Arrears, 
raking into conſideration the many great and Fairhful 
Services done and performed by thoſe Forces, and more 
eſpecially by the Army under the Command of . Thomas 
Lord Fa: =" op 4x; by which (through the. bleſſing of God 
on their endeay ors) the Parliament is pur into y capacity 
of ſerling the People of this Nation, in, and reſtoring 
them unto their juſt Liberties and Freedoms : And wherc- 
as the late King, the Queen, and: their eldeſt Son, have 
been the Js Aurhors of the late . Wars and Trou- 
bles; by whom, in whoſe behalf, and for whoſe Intereſt

continued and renewed, and therefore in all Juſtice and 
Equity ought to bear the burthen of the ſaid Debts, and

»pon, if he finde them fit for a Purchaſer to proceed up- 
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on ; after which, the Regiſter ſhall and may make out 4 
Particular of the whole Survey for the Purchaſer to con- 
tract upon, 

Secondly, 1f the Surveyor-General ſhall finde the Sur- 
Ve)s inſufficient for to contract upon, That he ſhall with- 
in ſix days after receipt thereof, tranſcribe ſo much of the 
Survey as is imperfect, and return the ſame unto the re- 
* ſpetive Surveyors, and certific them the cauſes of his ex- 
ceptions ;, who are hereby enjoyned forthwith to amend the 
ſame ,, but if they cannot, to certifie him the cauſe why they 
cannot amend the ſame : And in ſuch caſe, notwithſtana- 
ing the imperfettions, the ſaid Surveyor-General is to re- 
turn the Surveys tothe Truſtees and Regiſter, ſo that the 
immediate Tenants of any part of the premiſes expreſt in 
the Survey, may proceed to purchaſe, 

Thirdly, The ſaid Surveyor-General ſhall and may, with 
the conſent of any three or more of the Truſtees, redtifie 
and amend miſtakes, errors and other matters (that are not 
of ſubſtance )in caſes where by credible information or proof 
of ſuch amendments can be made, without any return to the 

ad particular Surveyors. 

Fourthly, Where any perſon or perſons could not timely 
make his or their Eſtate or Eſtates appear unto, or enter his 
or their Claim , with the particular Surveyors for that 
place or County in which the ſaid premiſes lie, b:fore the 
Surveys thereof be returned us aforeſaid, yet if ſuch per- 
ſon or perſons ſhall enter his Claim, and make his Eſtate 
appear by due Proof upon Oath unto the ſaid Surveyor- 
General, with any three of the ſaid Truſtees (who are here- 
by authoriFed to adminiſter the ſame) within forty days 
after the return of the ſaid Survey, That then the ſaid 
Surveyor-General ſhall enter andallow the ſame , which
